CH''l Shao~yu vas for years 1 slavish follower of Comintern ideas®* and a 
disciple of a certain Mief (vhonetic), a Rue:ian Comintern memher. CH'TN 
was also an irmortant theoretician in the Chinese Communist Party until 
1944, when he was dismissed by MAO Tse=tung because of excessive Russian 
leanings. Subsequently CH9°N became head o« 2 woman's college in China, a 
relatively minor ~osition. He was anointed director of the Law Commission 
of the Chinese Comrunist Government on 1 October 1949. 


Roth CH*™N and his diseiole CHANG are still aritent Rus ‘ophiles. 
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
